” have ſwinged about their firie tayles of 
difleauon and diſcord wherby this grim Monſter(War) 
bath violently broken downe the Pale of proſperity1n 
our Neighbouring Kingdomes ; and would ſubully be 
picking ot the golden Locke of Tranquility, the which 
Omaiportencie(by your Royall Majelties goodaeſfe and 
well-governing)hath beea ſo tender 1a preſerving. And

can be well expreſſed, when the mind 1s not directed by 
knowledge to diſpoſe 1t1n that ſort as ſhall beſt agree 
with the occurrentsof ſuch natures as are neceſ{arily 1n- 
tereſled boch 1a the meanes,and 1n theend therof?T here- 
fore Speculative knowledge, as the Gnomon or Tramon- 
tane to direc the courſe of all pratice,1s firit to be reſpe- 
Red ; But withall no man caa ſo well reſt upon ſuch cer- 
tainty through the Theorick of Knowledge, as hee that 
hath alſo proved his learning verified by practice ; And 
1n regard the habitude of Arts and Sciences cannot bee 
ſaid tobe perfeRly attained,unleſle their particular parts 
are 1n ſuch ſort apprehended, that from the varietie of 
that individuality; the Intelle&uall power frameth gene- 
rall Notions and Max1mes of Rule uniting tearmes of 
the ſame nature1n one head, and diſtinguiſhing diyerſfi- 
ties by difterences of properties, aptly dividing the whole 
body 1nto his greateſt and ſmalleſt branches, and fitting 
each partwith his deſcriptions, duties, cautions, and gx-

After this Darix: died , and at ſuch time as hee was preparing mote forces to re- 
new the Warrcs in Greece : After him ſucceeded his Sonne Xerxes, who was ſcarce * 
warme in his Royall eſtate, ere hee was ſollicited by Aſardorizs his great Captaine 
and Counſcllour, to follbw the Grecian Warre, for which his Father had made fo 
great ration : and the young King deſirous of glory, yeelds to the motion, pre- 
pares his Army, which condiſted t000005 men 4 whereof 500000 were Perfrars, 
the reft Anxuiarier, an Army great enough to have overcome the World; had they 
_ had - Captaine tut Hwic tavto agitins dx defuit', fayes Inftin + and hee gives a 
good rcafon for it in my conceipt : /pſe cnim primus infwga, poitremus im prelio ſemper 
wviſus eſt, in periculss timidus fit ubi = abeſſet rare ay good diſcription ofa 
Coward ; he flies the Front, and fights in the Reare, in danger; fearcfull, but out 
of it, too 1nſolent and proud : ſuch was this great Commander; and his ſucceſſe alſo 
was there after ; for within lefſe then two yeares, hee had no lefle then foure ſhame- 
full overthrowes, two by Water, and two by Land; The firſt fight by Water, was 
neere Armiſſizm in Theſſaly; And about the ſame time was the ſecond Battell fought 
alſo at Land, in the narrow place which for the hot Springs thete are called Ther mo- 
pyle : Here had Leonides King of Sparta ſctled himſclte with 300 Spartans, 400 
A bebans, and about 3000 other Grecran Souldiers, to checke the proceedings of this 
great Army, Nerxes ſcorning their munber; commands thoſe onely whoſe kindred 
were ſlaine at the Battell of Marrahon in hys Fathers dayes ; to afſault the ſtraight 
paſſage which Leoxides kept upon the hull, gs dum wlcifſi ſnot queritt , principium 
cladis fwere, But other troopes being appointed to ſecond theſe ; a grear flaughter 
is made for three daycs ſpace, Vpon the fourth day, when it was diſcovered to Leo- 
nides that 20000 of the enemics had gotten the top of the hill, then hee cxhorted his 
aſſociates to reſerve themſclves for the further Grvice of their Countrey : and hee 
with his Zacedemons, would try the fortune of that place : Whereupon all departed 
fave his owne 300 Spartans, 400 Thebans, and a few of the Theſpiences, a maniple in 
reſpeRt of ſo great a mnltitude as did oppoſe them, Yet were relolved to dyes 
with their King upon the place, or to cterniſe their names with an incomparable 6 
victory. To theſc the King adreſſcth his ſpeech on this wiſe: Noble Countrey-men, 
our numbers are fo unequal, that however wee fight, yet muſt wee fall , this I fup- 
poſe is the reſolution of you all : otherwiſe you would not have ſtayed the hazzard 


of a Battell, where is ſuch diſparrity ; ſee e that you MicTw nor-more valour 
in your ſtaying for the Battel; then-in your ing in it : for the ordering of which, 
I am reſolved not to expeRt, till wee bee by our enemies : but fo ſoone as 


the night approacheth, wee will fall reſolutely within the bowels of their Campe, 
which reſts without tcare of our ſmall numbers ; for never can undauated Souldicrs 
dye more bravely, then in the Tents of their daring Foes, 

Which ſpeech they tooke with great alacrity and cheerfiilneſſe, and in ſigne there- 
of, immediately addreficd themſclves to their Armes, and then did Sixe or Seven 
Hundred men at moſt, breake into the Campe of 500000 of their enemics : and 
having once got entrance, forthwith beate towards the Pavillion of King Xerxes : 
Ant cumillo, ant ſi oppreſſi eſſent in ipſuns potiſſimum ſede morituri. A tumult is raiſed 
Jn the Campo upon teak exrance : and the Spartans miſſing of the King at his Tent,

After thatdiſhonourable Aight of Xerxes , AMardoniae tis Generall followed the 
warfare at land : Olinthus was the firſt Towne hee fate downe before, and it hee 
tooke by Aſſault, After this hee laboured to reconcile the Arheniens to the King his 
Maſter, iſing them reſtitution for the loſſe of their City which was burned + 
but after ed they would not part with their Liberty and freedome at any , 
rate, hee ſet fire to thoſe buildings they had begun to reedifie, and fo Marched into 
Beotia, where the maine Army of the Greeks was inquartered conbiting of a r00000 
men ; there they came to blowes neere the City Plates, which was not farre from 
Thebes : Sed fortuna Regis cum duce matata non eft, For Mardonine was there utterly 
overthrowne, himſclfe tlaine by a common Souldicr,his Tents, ſtaffed with the Kings 
Treaſure,ſcized on ; and finally Greece freed from the Perſian Warre, The Athenians 
would not looſe the benefit of this vitory , bue with their Sea forces fayled up the 
Hellefponte, and by Aſſault tooke the Towne of Seſtos from the Perfians, and facked 
it. Atter this they turned home, built and fortified their City ; and joyning thera 
with other Citics of Greece, under the conduct of Pauſavixe and Ariitides they tooke 
Cypria and Bizantium frym the Perſian, 

Thus you ſce this great Monarch, who had fo many Millions of men under his do= 
minjons, could not live in Peace ; yea, and for want of good order in his Army faf- 
fered many ſhametull overthrows : which together with ſome other iniquitics of his 
owne, brought him in contempt with his owne Subjefts : who before was a terror 
to other nn yy dapmenger wh hee ER ſlaine by his Licutenant - henry":

Now for thoſe Grazadoes which arc to be throwne by the hand, the ſubſtance they 
are made ofis Brafle three parts, and Tinne one ; whi ws 1 Jugs in a Mould'arc 
made hollow, and about halfe an Inch thicke ; the Braſle mult bee melted befogs the 
Tinne ke putfn ; the faſhion is of a Po t : the Concavitie is to bee fille halfe 
full of finc cornc-powder, and the other halfe next the vent, is to be filed with Ser- 

tine-Powder, mingled with Roſin beaten to powder, fo that for three of

There are ſome Granadves made without a ſnowte very round, only a vent-hole 
whereby it is filled with Powder, as you ſce at the Figure Z, this being filled with 
fine powder, is to bee put into an Earthen-pot ; ſo farre bigger, that it may hold it, 
and a quantity of Powder beſides ; then divers threds of Cotton bein cd toge- 
ther; and boyled in Salt-Peeter and Brimſtone to make it apt to hold fre, the ſaid Por 
being covered at the mouth with a skinne cloſe tyed, then croſſing the Pot with a 
peece of Wyer, as you perceive at the figure D , divers peeces of this Match is tycd 
about it being well lighted ; ſo that when the Pot is throwne and breakes with the 
fall, the Match fires the Powder, whereby the Granads is allo fired ; And this is the 
ſecureſt way to throw them : Note if the Grenade be of Glaſſe, then the $krew-ta 
that is to goe into the vent-hole to catry the Priming-powder mnt be of Wood, for

eut,there ought no conditions of eſtabliſhing friendſhipto bee propounded; fince it 
ſeemes reaſonable, that each party ſhould hold their owne, and neither carry them» 
ſelves as Superiours unto other in preſcribing ought that may be troubleſome.

Shinken-Sconce ; other times triangular, as he did by Reyes z fornetirmes round, and 
ſometimes ſquare : but theſe kind of jne-<onctwnents arc not fo eſpecially, when 
wee are rained toregulate out ſelves according to the fituation or exreme of the 
place; for we ſhall faile in the uniformity that is requifiteto be obſerved in the Quar- 
ters, whereby whe Campe will bec otdered fo and groſly, that altnofi ho» 
thing will have his due proportion : for as a F e ſerves to defend men againſt 
the aſſaults of their enemies. ; ſothe well-ordering of a Campe within, ſerves to di- 
fribute and place them , ſothat ey Company ny deow whe yiheels 

r and particular for them to » Without which order there had need bee 
PD akwarkes and large 'intrenchments about a Campe : for indeed , it were better to 
want this fortification than the proper defence thatthe ſouldiers may makewithin ir, 
who being duely ordered as they _—_——oy for a need ſecure themlelyes with 
lietle or nodefence, their-Quarters being alwaies fo fituated, and placed in ſuch an or«

But this is not cony that is to beetaken about the well diſpoſing of a 
Campe ; butit vouy requitite weſhould proceede further, taking a ſurvey how wee 
may have ſupplies of amunition , viduals, fouldiers,and the like , rohave a fafe re- 
courſetothis Campe , that they may nor bee hindered or damnified by the enemie; 
and (as in the beginning of this diſcourſe) it muſt be either by water or land, and ſo, 
as the encmie may not poſſibly cur off the » cither for proyifion comming, or 
the Armierzetraiting : forif fuchan happen, an Army ſhould be juſt 
brought into a trap or t for its owne confuſion. Wherefore the muft 
not bee ſuffered to have any Forts or Gatriſons bebinde you, to hinder land, 
nor any Caſtle or Block-houſes, to ſpoile you by water , but of they muſt 
betaken in firſt ; andalthough the place ſhould be neyer ſocommodious totranſport 
(cither by water or land) neceffaries tothe Campe, yet if the you imend to en- 
campein be not very fruitfall, roaccommodate you with » viQtuals, forrage for 
the preſent neceſſiry both of man and beaſt, or if the ayrebe nor healthfull, or if the 
ſituation of your Campe be fo low that it be ſubje& to drowning(if the enemy ſhould 
cut out any waters) you would find your ſelfe but in anilltaking ; for you ſhall bee 
ſure to ſuffer before you can redrefle theſe things. 

Further, a ule care is to be had howto preſerve the Souldiers in health, which 
wemay learn from that famous ſouldicr AfownfiexrBellay,who ſaith that fickneſſe may 
be avoyded by taking good heed unto the excefſe the Souldicrsuſe ; and for their bet- 
ter healths, there mult be proviſion madethat they may have warme and dry Hutes, 
wellthatched with ſtraw, reed, or ſedge ; ſhady trees to defend the heate of Sum- 
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mer, or tormes in Winter, their vituals ſweet and good, well boyled and falred. 

' Further, if inthe heat of Summer any of the Froops belongingto the Army ſhould 
bee forc'dto trayell , they muſt rake the early and cool morne , fo as they may bee 
teturned torhÞir Quarters by the chiefe heat of the day. 

Likewiſe in Winter the jers ought not to march through waters , 'or oyer 
yceand ſnew , unleſſerhe place they goe unto will affoord ſtore of firing to relieve 
and dry them.

raiſed at the fame inſtant, begining to make the Canons Play, to tatter the tops of the 

Works in the Fort, with all tury without intermiſſion ; to the ead the Pioners may 

have time to make their Trenches and approaches in greater ſafety and more ſtrongly:
